W. O, Vance of the Western Union 
Telegraph company is in the city with 
a gang of fifteen experienced line­ 
men, and i.s engaged In putting up 
telephone lines lo bo used by the 
Burlington in its new telephone dis­ 
patching system. 
The line is to 
be 
run as far south as Herron and is at 
present completed as far north on 
i.hc i^eardstown division as Pisgah. 
Tlie work is l)eing done by experts 
in a thorough and systematic man­ 
ner, and will be completed as far as 
Herron in thirty days.
